Gen. Boulanger Called to Account 
by the Ministry. 


The French War Office Scandal Assum- 
ing Startling Proportions. 


Ruamors That Boulanger Will Resign His 
Commission in the Army—Baron Kreit- 
meyer Retracts His Charges Against M. 
Wilson—Denial of the Grand Duke 
Nicholas’ Alleged French Toast—The 
Unemployed of London Attack the Po- 
lice—Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
to Proclaim Crown Prince Rudolph Re- 


gent—The Fisheries Dispute—Foreign 


News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

PaRIS, October 144.—The judgment of the 
court against Gen. Caffarel involves his dismis 
sal from his post at the Ministry of War, the 
removal of his name from the active list of the 
army, the loss of his cross of the Legion of 
Honor, as weil as of his other decorations and 
medals, and the diminution, by more than 
one-half, of the pension of 8,000 francs 
which he was entitled to in consideration of 
his thirty-nine years’ service inthe army. This 
is, of course, independent of the criminal 
action which will be instituted against him by 
the public progecutor. 

A GAME OF HIDE AND SEEK. 

General-Senator Count D’Andlau, on his 
side, is still hiding. The prevailing idea is 
that he will keep out of the way till the cham- 
bers reassemble and then attempt to carry 
matters with a high hand. Meanwhile half 
the detectives of Paris are playing a veritable 
game of hide and seek. Three or four police- 
men are stationed in the neighborhood of the 
Senator-General’s abode, while the same num- 
ber are keeping an eye on the Jockey Club. 
People continue to be amazed and horrified by 
the graphic stories published of the Comte 
D’ Andiau’s transactions. Heis actually said 
to have secured the appointment of a bishop, 
poses as a reward for his pious task a mat- 
ter of $2,500. Then there isa whisper that he 
once procured the election of a man Into 
the almost equally sacred precincts of the 
Jockey Club, for a considerf&tion of $10,000. It 
was four times his fee for the bishopric, a fact 
which, iftrne, will prove that the Episcopal 
bench is notso difficult of attainment as the 
club. But there is no reason for the Jockey 
Club to triumph ifthe report be correct that 
Gen. D’Andlau on two occasions received 
sums of $20,000 for the ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor, a price which casts the club’s tariff 
miserably in the shade and places the bishop 
nowhere. 

PRESIDENT GREVY AFFECTED. 

It is evident that M. Jules Grevy bas been 
greatly affected by the figure which his son-in- 
law has been cutting. The President of the 
Republic has hastened his return to Paris. He 
was expected at the Elysee lastnight, and it 
is affirmed that Prime Minister Rouvier, Gen. 
Ferron and M. Wilson have been asked to be 
at the palace on his arrival, in order that he 
may confer with them without a moment's 


delay. 
RECOMING MORE SERIOUS. 


The situation is becoming more and more 
serious. Yesterday morning an impartial and 
widely circulated journal bodly called on M. 
Wilson to court inquiry into bis conduct, and 
said that his. tarnished honor could not be 
satisfied with the approval of a singie paper, 
and with one solitary letter in justification of 
his behavior. M. Wilson having denied the 
existence of the incriminating letter, in which 
it is claimed that he refused to sell 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor 
for less than 50,000 francs, Baron Von 
Kreitmayer replied that he had seen 
and read the letter, and that if he were 
brought before the examining magistrate he 
would bear witness to that effect. Curiously 
enough, he has not yet been summoned. The 
paper adds: 

‘‘M. Wilson might prosecute and ask us to 
prove our accusations. He does nothing.’’ 

W hat could be stronger than this language? 
And yet, a4 the journal says, M. Wilson suffers 
its charina to pass unchallenged. Matters 
seem to be rapidly assuming the dimensiong 
of a crisis at the Elysee Palace.

Lonpon, October 14.—The unemployed per- 
eons who frequent Trafaigar Square formed in 
abody to-day and marched to the Mansion 
House, where they demanded an interview 
with the Lord Mayor.

CROMWELL AND STAIN REMOVED TO THE 
SCENE OF THEIR CRIME. 


A Reporter’s Excellent Work in the Capt- 
ure of Barron’s Alleged Murderers—Cu. 
rious Crowds Board the Train to See the 
Prisoners—Cromwell Breaks Down, but 
Talks—Stain Cooi and Self-Possessed— 
The Men Safe in Jail. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcn. 

DEXTER, Me., October 14.—Deputy-Sheriff 
Mitcheil and the New York Worup reporter 
reached Dexter at 6o0’clock last night, with 
David L, Stain and Oliver Cromwell, the men 
who were arrested Wednesday in Massuchu- 
getts, forthe robbery of the Dexter Bank and 
the murder of the treasurer, J. W. Barron, on 
February 22, 1857. Sheriff Mitchell took charge 
of Stain and the WoRLD man, firmly--hand- 
cuffed to Cromwell, had the care of him during 
the entire journey. From the moment the 
party left the Boston & Maine depot, and till 
the prisoners were secured for the night in 
Dexter, they were the centre of attraction for 
thousands of curious people who gazed at 
them, and then with various exclama- 
tions passed on. At some points along 
the route the indignation of the crowd 
vented itself in expressions of angry threats 
and Sheriff Mitchell, in a voice loud enough to 
be heard by all, called to the WORLD reporter 
to place his revolverin his overcoat pocket 
which he did, but there was no trouble. 
Oliver Cromwell hud very little appetite when 
he awoke in his cell inthe city prison at Bos- 
ton yesterday morning. Good old Capt. Tom 
Fitzgeraid took him in some soup and steak 
which were sent over from the hotel by the re- 
porter. The prisoner’s face was flushed and 
his whole appearance betokened a feverish 
night and but little rest. 

‘‘Hie will break down before long,’’ was 
Tom’s mental ejaculation as he watched the 
man toying in a sickly way with his soup. 
But not so his companion. As cool and col- 
lected as a monk ut his devotions was David 
L. Stain. He carefully brushed up his blonde 
locks that hung over bis coat collar in thick 
masses asthough kept in position bya net; 
twirled his coai-black mustach that had alook 
suggestive of pomatum and hair dye; gave his 
boots a shine and then proceeded calmly to 
dispose of the soup and sterek with 

THE AIR OF AN EPICURK, 

Sheriff Mitchell and the WoRLD reporter, 
early in the morning, sent breakfast to the 
two prisonersin the Tombs, and at 6:30 told 
the jailerthut they were ready to tuke the 
men. Thetransfer papers were signed and 
the WORLD reporter was officially appointed a 
deputy to take charge of Cromwell. Theman 
looked at the reporter in surprise, and for the 
first time began to realize that the WORLD was 
taking a definite and powerful hand in bring- 
ing him to justice. He held out his right hand 
while the reporter snapped a pair’of hand- 
cuffs on and secured them to his own 
left wrist. Cromwell followed the reporter in 
@ carriage and was driven at once to the 
Boston & Maine depot. Half adozen report- 

- ers were at the Tombs when the party started, 
and a score or more were at the depot to see 
them off. Mostof the reporters had tickets 
for Dexter and offered any assistance they 
might be ableto give in taking the men ot 
their destination. The WORLD reporter 
‘bought four tickets, and still shackled to 
Cromwell took him in the rear car of the 
9 o’clock train, placed him negr the window 
and took aseat beside him. Sheriff Mitchell 
and Stain occupied seatsinthe same car, but 
some distance removed. As soon asthe pris- 
‘oners were located acrowd surged up tothe 
car,and flocking to the platforms gazed atthe 


criminals. The news soon spread, and the 
passengers in the foyward cars hurried back 
and pressed through the crowd to get seats 
mear the prisoners. Most of the seats were 
already filled with reporters and the aisle was 
crowded with train men and passengers, leav- 
ing the forward partof the train vacant. The

AWARD FOR THE STATUE OF THE FRENCH 
PATRIOT. 


The Congressional Appropriation—Dis- 
satisfaction With the Award—Complaints 
of Mr. Eartholdi’s Friends—The Joint 
Model of Two French Sculptors—Archi- 
tect Clark Explaiusthe Action of the 
Commission.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October l4.—An act of | 


Congress approved March 8, 185, appropri- 
ated the sum of $50,000 for a statue of Gen. 
Lafayette, to be placedon one of the public 
reeervations in the city of Washington. The 
selection of the site, and design for the statue 
were left to the discrimination of a commis- 
sion appointed for that purpose, consisting of 
the Secretary of War, the Chairman of the 
Senate Library Committee, and Edward 
Clark, the architect of the Cupitol. Senator 
Sherman was Chairman of the Library Com- 
mittee when the act was passed. He subse- 
quently became Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Affairs Committee, and Senator 
Sewell of New Jersey, succeeded him as Chair- 
man of the Library Committee. Gen. 
Sewell’s term expired on the 4th 
of March, last, and Senator Hoar 
of Massachusetts, took his place on the 
Lafayette Commission. The Commission, 
comprising Mr. Endicott, Secretary of War; 
Senator Hoar and Edward Clark, on the 12th 
of May last, awarded the contract for the 
statue to Messrs. Mercie and: Falguire of 
Paris, the model, which was their joint pro- 
duction, being, in the judgment of the Com- 
mission, the best of those submitted. As will 
be remembered, the distinguished sculp- 
tor, M. Bartholdi, atthe request of the Com- 
mission, submitted models forthe statue. It

to undertake. In sending Out our requests for 
designs we asked that they be 
SUBMITTED BY NOVEMBER, 1885. 

When we wet in November we found that, 
owing to the refusal of St. Gaudens to com- 
pete and the French Government to select an 
artist for that purpose, designs had been re- 
ceived from only Buartboldi, French and Mead. 
Bartholdi s-nt two models, but one was above 
the limitof the appropriation, as he said it 
would cost $55,000. These models were not 
opened or examined by the commission at 
As we had only received designs 
from three artists the commission decided to 
carry out their original intention and obtain 
mode!s from five artists belore making the 
award. 

‘*A resolution Was passed, 
Chairman, Mr. Endicott, to secure @esigns 
from two other French artists. Mr. St. Gau- 
dena was asked to furnish a listof French 
sculptors. He did so, and named Paul Louis 
Dubois, the Director of Fine Arts, Paris; An- 
toine Mercie and A. Fulguire. These namas 
were sent to our Minister at Paris, Mr. Me- 
Lane, with the request that he invite two of 
them to make designs tor the statue. Mr. 
Dubois deciined, but Mercie and Fulgutre con- 
sented. Fuiguire forwarded a model of his 
own, butas it was for.an equestrian statue it 
was not considered, they forwarded 
a sluiue us their joint produc- 
tion.

HEATING RAILROAD CARS. 


Legislation Proposed for the Benefit of the 
Traveling Public. 


By Telegraph to the Post- Dispatcrt. 

WASHINGTON, D. ©C., October 14.—Congress 
will be urged this winter to pass some meas- 
ure looking to the correction of the present 
system of heating railroad cars. Experience 
has demonstrated that the stoves now in use 
have more than doubled the number of vic- 
tims in railroad accidents. It is thought 
a bill will be introduced forbidding the use of 
stoves in railroad cars. This would have the 


effect, itis believed, of forcing the roads to 
invent some substitute for the fatal stove 
that would insure greater safety to the 
traveling public. In this relation it is 
possible that a bill will be introduced to 
license railway conductors and engineers. At 
the meeting of the National Association of 
Conductors lust summer, a bill was prepared 
on this subject which will be submitted to 
Congress this winter. The first seetion of the 
act provides that on and after July 1, 188, no 
railroad in the United States engaged in trans- 
portation from one State or territory to 
another or to a foreign country, shall employ 
or permit any person to serve as coaductor or 
engineer uniess such person is licensed as 
provided intheact. The second section pro- 
vides for the appointment of a chief examiner 
by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to carrv out the provis- 
jons of the act, to receive a salary of $2,500 
with traveling expenses, who shall from time 
to time report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Anether section authorizes the ap- 
pointment by the chief examiner of ten 
supervising examiners, at a salary of $2,500 
per yeareach and traveling expenses, all to 
be selected for knowledge, skill and expert- 
ence in railway train service and the opera- 
tion of tr:insand engines. The chief and 
supervising examiners shall meet in this cily

William Jones, M. P., Addresses an Audi- 
ence at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Ill., October 14.—About a hundred 
persons assembled in the lecture-room of the 
First Methodist Church last night to listen toan 
address by Wm.

The People of Minneapolis Forcibly Resent 
Reflections on Mrs. Cleveland, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 14.—An edi- 
torial In Wednesday morning’s issue of the 
Tribune of this city under the caption, ‘*Cleve- 
land as a mere man,’’ and reflecting upon 
Mrs. Cleveland, has been severely denounced 
by people of both political parties. Mem- 
bers of the Algonquin Club, a Democratic 
organization, and several hundred people 


who do not belong to the a last night 
caused to be burned in fligy Mr. A. J. 
lethen, proprietor and Sesteana manager of 
the Tribune, nolding him responsible for the 
authorship of the obnoxious article in ques- 
tion. Mayor A. A. Ames was at the pyre and 
made a brief address laudatory of Mrs. Cleve- 
land. Then the crowd marched to the Tribune 
Building, and, after three groans for Mr. 
Blethen, proceeded to tear down a large pict- 
ure of Grover Cleveland which ornamented 
the front of the buiiding. At this juncture 
Mayor Ames again carne to the front and ad- 
vised the crowd to withdraw, aud the hostiii- 
ties Ceased. 


The Objectionable Editorial. 


The editorial which made the trouble was 
headed ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland as Mere Peo- 
ple,’’ and was as follows: 


For the President of the United States as 
such, the people of Minneapolis showed their 
respect and patriovicfeeling yesterday. There 
were vast concotirses, and the reception was 
elaborate and comple te. It is quite safe to say 
that in his entire tour the President will have 
faced no finer audience than the one which 
greeted him in the Minneapolis Exposition 
building; that nowhere else will he have 
been greeted with such music as that dis- 
coursed by the magnificent bands of Liberati 
and Danz, and that he will have found noth- 
ing in the wuy of street decoration to compare 
with the illumination of Nicollet avenue. 
city paid its full meed of attention to the 
visit of a President. 

But for Grover Cleveland as a man there 
Was no enthusiasm yesterday. His appear-

THE CIRCUIT JUDGES NOW WRESTLING 
WITH THE REDISTRICTING PROBLEM 


/ 


Mr Drabelie’s School Election Law Pre- 
sents Difficulties in the Cabbage Wards— 
The Opponents Passive for the Present— 
Sad Result of Marrying in Chicago—The 
Dwyer Difficulty Again Puzzling Court 
and Counsel. 


The Judges of the Circuit Court are devoting 
intervais of the daily sessions under the dome 
to the vexed question of redistricting 
the city tor school election purposes. 


They retire to their consultation-room, 
look over the map and then at the few sug- 


gestions handed in by members of the School 
Board, by the author of the new measure, Mr. 
Drabelle, and others and tryto draft a plan for 
subdividing into fourteen districts, each dis- 
trict toembrace two of the existing wards, 
and to regulate the new-foundaries with a due 
regard to the population and the personnel of 
the district. It is somewhat of a prob- 
lem to solve and tlie greatest diffi- 
culty is found in the outlying wards which 


have to be considered more asto the needs 
of the city’s westend, north end and south 
end development tn the next ten years. 

Tae petition for redistricting was originally 
assigned to Judge Barclay’s Court, No. 3, but 
he announced in general term that, while the 
matter would remain in Court No. 3, he would 
be glad to have the assistance and advice of 
the otber Sudges on the bench, and there- 
fore the rearrangement of the districts 
would receive the attention of § the 
full bench. It is scarcely probable 
that the result will be reported this week, but 
Judge Barclay will hand down the decision 
before Tuesday next, when the School Board 
meets again for the special purpose of order- 
ing tho election. 

As to the ey Sage of the Drabelle law, no 
steps have been taken looking to an appeal 
from the opinion of the majority of the court, 
They could file a bill of exceptions atany time, 
but it is understood that they prefer to 
sit back, avoiding all prohibitory leyislation, 
and observe the result of the first election for 
School Directors under the new law. If itis 
satisfactory to them they will hold their peace 
for evermore; if otherwise they may be heard 
of in Jefferson City, witha writof error. Any 
further fighting, however, will largely depend 
upon funds and the Zeal of the opponents will 
be tested by the length of their purse. A call 
for counsel fees and costs has a very 
depressing effect upon all such movements,

Men may sell swill milk 
“and infect your house with typhoid; butchers 
may sell disease’! meat and inculcate you with 
trichinosis; butter dealers may palm off upon 

ou. old tallow manipuiated with chemicals 

or gilt-edged butter at 50 cents per pound. 
There isa right of seif-protection lett with 
every State and community as well as the in- 
dividual, and bow much better that this right 
should be exercised in the prevention of evil 
rather than in its redress.’’
